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HOW THE ALTITUDE AFFECTS YOU 
Some changes in the himan body brought 
bout by high altitudes, of interest to 
all Sierra Club members who plan trins 
to the High Country, are the various 
physical effects, experienced at high alt- 
1cudes, These effects are due, ofcourse, 
to the diminished amount of oxygen which 
is available because of the decrease in 
atmospheric pressure. Most conspisuons . 
are the changes in the respiratory and 
circulatory systems which occur almost 
immediately, These systems are con- 
trolled to a-large extent by norve centors 
in the base of the brain, The centers, 
in turn, are regulated by the conecntra- 
tions of oxygen and carbon dioxide in the 
lood stream. if tho oxygen content of 
the blood-is lowercd, the centors are 
stimulated, resulting in inercascs in res-e 
piratory rote ond pulse rato. If such in- 
‘ercases take - place at 30a a lovel, the oxy~
